In a recent interview given by Bertrand Russell, 
who has taken pretty advanced ground with ref­ 
erence to marriage, he was asked about the effect 
his views if generally adopted would have upon 
the home. 
His answer was, “What of it?” 
There are a great many people genuinely dis­ 
turbed about the effect the new views of marriage 
which are being proclaimed will have upon the 
home. 
This disturbed state of mind would be more 
arresting if we did not know that the home is al­ 
ready suffering from a very serious disintegration. 
One cannot view the statistics with reference to di­ 
vorce since 1870 without recognizing that something tix weeks before presenting them, 
serious has already happened to the home. 
Professor 
Ogburn 
of 
Chicago 
University 
has 
recently gathered all the facts and figures, and he 
finds that divorce is growing to an alarming de­ 
gree. 
The increase, he maintains, is inevitable in 
view of changing social conditions. 
The advance 
of science and the industrial revolution has had a 
marked effect upon the family status. 
The social 
changes will continue their disintegrating influence. 
Children are growing less numerous in well-to-do 
families. 
The modern home does not lend itself 
to family ties. 
They are too small. 
The conditions 
under which they exist strip them of all unifying 
elements. 
Unless 
something 
basic 
persists, 
the 
home as it has been known is bound to go. 
Professor Ogburti sees in human affection the only 
possible 
unifying 
force which 
will 
maintain 
the 
home. 
And he urges that teachers and preachers 
and all the agencies of propaganda be employed to 
develop that quality of human life. 
Unless affection 
exists between a man and a woman, there is less 
and less in our modern social life to hold them 
together. 
With the coming economic independence 
of women, with the absence of children, with the in­ 
terests mainly outside of the home instead of within 
as in simpler days, only affection is left. 
And that 
is still the most powerful factor in human cohesion. 
With that foree cultivated to a larger extent, the 
family m ay still survive. 


A playground for every child. 
A kindergarten in every town where twenty-five 
parents ask for one. 
Sex instruction for every child from pre-school age 
through high school. 
Some form of 
religious Instruction 
for all chil­ 
dren to be given 
outside the school. 
Supervised home work In city schools within the 
building. 
Supervised movies for children. 
Work that leads to vocational training 
for every 
child every day 
from kindergarten through 
high 
school. No child labor. 
Surely there is nothing in that program that la not 
essential to the full growth of a child. 
But few 
children have the benefit of all of these services. 
Some have a few, some have all of them, some 
have none. 
I believe that every child In this land 
from boundary to boundary, from sea to sea, ought 
to have the benefit of every one of them. 
For that 
I work, for that I ask your co-operation. 
Parent-teachers Associations, Child study clubs, 
Mother's Clubs, Women's clubs, this is your special 
mission. To the women of the country the interests 
of the children come first. 
Men want to help but 
few of them know how. Few have the time to give. 
The constructive work for the advancement of the 
Youth of America m ust be done by the women. 
To them belonge the credit for all has been done tor 
the children to this day. 
To the thousands of them I have met and worked 
with, to the thousands I have written letters to, to 
the thousands who have silently said Amen, and 
gone on with the task, I want to renew my pledge 
of service and offer my best wishes for a happy, 
happy new year. 


The Call Finds Men Ready 


Three years ago Colonel O. H. Fawcett set out in search of 
the ruins of a lost civilization in the jungles of Brazil. 
Only the in­ 
scrutable forests know his fate. 
The other day Commander George M. Dyott, organizer o f a 
rescue party to go after Colonel Fawcett, announced that he need­ 
ed a fourth man to make up the group. 
He called for a man whom hard labor in the stifling tropical 
wilderness would not balk, whom the constant danger of attack 
from hostile Indians could not frighten, or the peril of tropical 
fever and a slow death by torture would not daunt. 
Commander Dyott was not very optimistic when he announced 
that a man would be needed and he must be willing for adven­ 
ture’s sake to brave the jungle terror for a merely nominal rec­ 
ompense.
